It  recommended  that  a facul 
ty-student-administration  com 
mittee  be  organized  to  resolve 
problems. 

SENATORS  ALSO  submitted 
recommendations  concerning  the 
bicycle  code.  Essentially,  the  bill 
passed  as  was  proposed  and  re- 
ported in  Monday’s  Universe. 

According  to  recommenda- 
tions, bicycle  riding  in  the  quad 
would  be  prohibited  during  class 
breaks.  Capt.  Leonard  Christen- 
sen of  Traffic  Dept,  spoke  to  the 
group,  urging  them  to  consider 
pedestrian  problems  without  dis- 
couraging bike  riding. 

HE  SAID  THAT  the  school 
does  not  have  facilities  for  auto- 
mobiles, and  the  bicycle  riding 
should  be  encouraged  to  reduce 
use  of  cars.

Speaker  Price  Notes  Y Expansion

Johnny  Appleseed  must  have  gone  around 
the  campus  scattering  seeds  which  then  be- 
came buildings^  remarked  forum  speaker,  Vin- 
cent Price,  as  he  described  the  sprawling 
campus. 

THE  HUMOROUS  and  inspiring  actor- 
speaker  commented  on  the  vitality  and  co- 
hesiveness of  the  studentbody  and  attributed 
this  to  the  unity  of  purpose  coming  from  com- 
mon religious  beliefs.  He  added  that  he  found 
it  very  refreshing  to  see  a campus  with  no 
smoking. 

Price  Commended  the  students  as  one  of  his 
most  attentive  audiences,  but  added  that  this 
was  "difficult”  because  many  of  the  listeners 
were  a “mile  away.” 


HIS  CAREER  IN  the  theater  came  as  the 
result  of  a dare.  After  receiving  a B.A,  in  art 
from  Yale  University,  Price  attended  London 
University  to  prepare  himself  to  be  a professor 
of  art.  An  actor-friend  dared  him  to  try  for  a 
part  in  the  play  “Chicago,”  which  he  got,  thus 
ending  his  formal  career  in  art. 

(Dne  of  his  many  roles  was  that  of  Joseph 
Smith  in  the  movie  “Brigham  Young.”  In  this 
role  he  got  to  understand  the  prophet  as  a 
man,  and  he  was  a vigorous  one,  according  to 
the  actor. 

BECAUSE  OF  THIS,  Price  seemed  pleased 
with  the  mural  of  Joseph  Smith,  which  has 
been  criticized  for  depicting  the  prophet  as  too 
vigorous.  Similarly,  he  criticized  the  most 
famous  painting  of  Christ,  which  like  the  paint-

The  Angry  Mob 


Never  in  the  history  of  pre-registration  have  so  many 
cussed  so  violently  at  so  few. 

Lines  of  students  snarled  through  the  halls  of  Brigham 
Young  University  buildings  Monday  as  the  first  day  of 
pre-registration  started,  and  most  of  the  lines  contained 
students  who  were  bewitched,  bothered,  and/or  bewil- 
dered. 

BOY  BEWILDERED 

One  young  student  blurted  out  distractedly, 
“Where’s  the  line  for  people  who  don’t  know  what  line 
they  belong  in?” 

Another  said,  “If  I were  wearing  khakis  I’d  be  sure 
I was  back  in  the  army.” 

Students  looking  for  a scapegoat,  blamed  everyone 
for  the  registration  mess — the  admissions  dean,  the  ad- 
ministration, the  dean’s  council,  the  Russians.  They  failed 
to  place  the  blame  on  one  of  the  most  obvious  culprits — 
themselves. 

REPLACES  FIELDHOUSE  FROLIC 

The  pre-registration  program  replaced  the  two-day 
fieldhouse  registration  by  order  of  the  Deans’  Council. 
Pre-registration  machinery  was  set  up  by  Alma  Burton, 
dean  of  admission  and  records. 

According  to  the  plan  set  up  by  Dean  Burton,  stu- 
dents have  the  entire  fifteen  days  in  December  in  which 
to  consult  with  their  advisers,  pay  tuition  and  fees  and 
pick  up  class  cards  and  finalize  registration.  With  so  much 
time  in  which  to  register,  it  was  not  anticipated  that  long 
lines  and  long  waiting  periods  would  be  necessary. 

NEW  PLAN  TRIED 

The  plan  of  having  students  pick  up  their  own  cards 
rather  than  having  them  “pulled”  by  a registration  staff 
member,  was  designed  to  let  students  know  immediately 
if  their  classes  were  available,  rather  than  have  to  wait 
two  weeks. 

Had  the  registration  gone  according  to  plan,  it  would 
have  been  practically  painless.  It  didn’t. 

First,  students  knowing  that  class  cards  were  on  a 
first-come-first-serve  basis,  jammed  into  registration  lines 
beginning  at  7 a.m.  Monday.  Registration  personnel  were- 
n’t prepared  to  handle  such  a mob.  Facilities  weren’t  de- 
signed to  handle  so  many  at  one  time. 

ROOMS  SWITCHED 

Second,  the  Smith  Ballrom  was  suppored  to  have 
been  available  for  the  distribution  of  class  cards.  But  be- 
cause the  Music  Department  in  the  auditorium,  would 
have  been  disturbed  by  the  noise,  the  registration  process 
is  crammed  into  the  Smith  Banquet  Hall. 

Adding  insult  to  insult,  the  banquet  hall  is  scheduled 
during  the  evenings  and  has  to  be  cleared — with  resultant 
bad  tempers — by  4:30  or  5 p.m.  The  only  thing  the  regis- 
tration personnel  could  do  for  the  long  suffering  card  seek- 
ers was  to  give  them  a ticket  which  would  let  them  in 
early  the  next  day. 

When  the  smoke  had  cleared  Monday  afternoon,  686 
students  had  completed  registration  and  380  more  had 
done  everything  but  pay  fees  and  finalize. 

GOOD  JOB,  CONSIDERING 

We  think  that  the  records  and  admissions  personnel 
have  done  a good  job  considering  handicaps  under  which 
they  were  forced  to  carry  out  registration. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  feel  that  the  thousands  of  man 
hours  which  were  wasted,  and  disagreeably  so,  by  students 
who  stood  in  innumerable  lines  for  uncounted  periods  of 
time  cannot  be  ignored.  Something  must  be  done  to  alle- 
viate the  situation.  The  students’  dignity  should  be  raised 
beyond  the  point  where  they  are  forced  to  kick  and  bite 
and  squirm  for  the  classes  they  need. 

IS  IT  NECESSARY? 

We  think  that  this  business  of  having  to  have  every- 
one’s signature  from  the  third  under  secretary  of  Build- 
ings and  Grounds  to  a TCO  stamp  from  Better  Homes  and 
Flowers,  just  to  get  a class,  could  stand  some  stream- 
lining. 

We’re  sure  that  some  serious  planning  will  be  done 
between  now  and  spring  registration.  We  look  forward  to 
happy  results. 

In  the  meantime,  students  who  don't  absolutely  have 
to  have  certain  classes  next  quarter,  can  save  wear  and 
tear  on  themselves  and  others,  by  sitting  tight  a while 
and  letting  the  lines  go  down.  You  have  until  Dec.  18  to 
register.  So  play  it  cool.
